Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114

2. The documents cited on the International Search Report do not anticipate or 
render obvious the claims because none discloses or suggests the required polymer 
which has > 70% racemic diads. Given the unpredictability of the resulting polymer 
tacticity as a function of polymerization method details, no clear basis exists for 
concluding that the claimed racemic placements would be inherent in any of the 
reference examples or methods disclosed therein.
